Two Chicago Aeronauts Have: 


Terrifying Experiences, 
and Qne Escapes 
— Unhurt. 


GIRL FALIS 500 FEET. 


Man Floats Across Lake Michi- 
gan in Unmanageable Ma- 
chine,’ but Finally 
Lands Safely. 


The perils of navigating the upper air 
were exempjified yesterday in the thrilling 
experiences of two Chicago aeronauts. 

One of these, William Mattery, who as- 
cended at Oconto, Wis., on Thursday, finally 
came safely to earth on the east,shore of 
Lake Michigan, which he had crossed in a 
journey of over 100 miles. 

Part of the time he was above the clouds, 
and when he felt drowsiness creeping over 
him he lashed himself to his balloon and 
slept. His experience was of the  hair- 
breadth, thrilling sort, 

Mise May Schwartel, also a Chicago aero- 
naut, fell 500 feet with a parachute that failed 
to open properly, and suffered injuries that 
may cause her death. She made two ascents 
at the Lake county fair at Libertyville in the 
afternoon, the second venture being made 
after she had broken a collar bone and had 
been stunned by a fall in the first. 


Mattery Missingfor Hours. 

As Mattery had not reappeared for hours 
after mounting into the sky at Oconto, where 
he wes one of the attractions at a fair, it was 
believed he had fallen into Green bay or Lake 
Michigan. His associates in the Chicago 
Aero club, of which he is president, still clung 
to hope, relying on his pluck and saying his 
outfit would float him should he drop into the 
water. 

But even the most eanguine of the sky navi- 
gators was not prepared for the sensational 
outcome of his journey. When he alighted 
on solid ground yesterday twenty miles gouth- 
east of Wolverine, Mich., and took stock of 
himself, he found all his bones sound and in 
place, and the most he had to complain of was 
stiffness and a mighty appetite. 

“Soon after I arose in the air,” he said, 
“the steering gear of my car got out of 
erder. I ‘could not direct my course. "I was 
helpless and at the mercy of the winds. The 
balloog continued to rise until I was séveral 
thousand feet abovetheearth. Therestrong 
air currents from the west bore me east- 
ward,

toward the east again, 

“I was not alarmed, however. I knew 
that if thé balloon remained intact the gas 
would sustain me above the earth and: I 
would be able to make a landing in time. 
Having crossed Green Bay I saw.land be- 
neath me again. Then I ascended too high 
to make out clearly what was below. as the 
clouds gathered thick below and shut of 
the view. I was alone in an eternity of 
Space. It was cold but not painfully so. 


/ Ties Himself On and Sleeps. 

" As a precaution I tied myself to the frame- 
work and there I slept. Not soundly as you 
would in your own bed, but I slept just the 
same. 1 awoke after a few hours, stiff and 
chilled. It was not light, but I knew I was 
near the ground. The gas was leaking out 
of the balloon and I was coming down grad- 
ually. I knew there was little danger then.” 

Mattery was somewhere near Traverse 
City, Mich., when he came over solid ground. 
It was @round midnight. The gas continued 
to leak from the balloon and the machine 
kept sinking until at 1 a. m. Mattery alighted 
in a swamp in Cheboygan county, not far 
from Wolverine. He made his way toa set- 
tlement and was directed to. Wolverine, 
which he reached at 6 o’clock in the morning, 
He arrived there nearly exhausted, but elated 
with the success of his remarkable trip. 

A call for funds was sent to Oconto and 
as soon as Mattery’s airship is taken out of 
the swamp, where it still lies, he will return 
with it to Chicago. 


Miss Schwartel’s Manager Insists. 

The ascension of Miss Schwartel, which had 
so disastrous an outcome, was made at the in- 
sistence of her manager, H. V. Keyes. She 
is only 17 yea@r® old. In her first trial Miss 
Schwartel fell twenty-five feet and Joe Kulas, 
an 18 year old Libertyville boy, became en- 
tangled in the ropes and was carried up thirty 
feet. He escaped without serious injury. 

The balloon was released a second too soon 
in this first fillght. Miss Schwartel’s foot 
caught in the ropes and she was swept above 
the heads of the crowd that had pressed close 
about the balloon. Kulas leaped to save her, 
but he, too, became entangled in the ropes. 
The two fell together. The boy was unin- 
jured and arose at once, but Mise Schwartel 
lay for some minutes before she could regain 
her feet. She looked about as if dazed. 

“You have got to make the ascension,”’ 
said Keyes, forcing his way through the 
throng. “ Here are 5,000 persons who have 
paid to see you.”’ 

The gir! did not reply, but stood looking on 
as the balloon was recaptured and prepara- 
tions made for the second trial. All the traii- 
ing ropes swept clear of the crowd and the 
balloon and the girl mounted rapidly Into the 
air. When she was 500 feet, hign Keyes fred 
a pistol, the signal for her to drop. 


Fears to Make Descent. 

From the ground she was seen to shake her 
head, apparently fearing she was not high 
enough to permit the parachute to open out 
and break the force of her fall. Keyes fired 
another shot and she obeyed. . 

The crowd gave a cheer which ended in a 
silence of horror. The parachute was not 
opening. It flapped loosely and the girl shot 
toward the earth. In an instant attendants 
were fighting back struggling men, women, 
and children. This time the girl did not rise.

“Bad Hunting” the Word This Mowgli 
Brings from the Jungle—Not a Bear 
Crossed His Path. 


Denver, Colo., Sept. 7.—[Special. }—Theodore 
Roosevelt Jr., bronzed fram a fortnight out- 
doore in the wilds of the Rockies, arrived in 
Denver this morning, had two meals at a 
modest restaurant, and left at 4:35 this aft- 
ernoon on the Burlingtorg for Chicago. 

Reporters who discovered him in the res- 
taurant while at breakfast were received 
pleasantly by young Roosevelt. 

** No, Ldidn’t get any bear,” he said. “Didn't 
even see any tracks,”’ he continued after a 
pause. 

“Couldn't you find the tracks your father 
found?”’ was asked. 

“ My father wasn’t looking for mere tracks. 
He was looking for bear, and he got them, 
too,”’ proudly boasted young Roosevelt. 

You know after my father came home I 
asked him all the questions I could think of,’ 
he continued, “for I wanted to know just 
how he killed the bears, so I was considerably 
disappointed when I didn’t get one. It was 
about the worst time of the year, as the bears 
are moving about so fast, as there is no 
snow except on the tops of the mountains. 
If I could have waited a month longer I 
might have got a bear.” 

There was @ pathetic droop to the young 
man’s mouth as he told of his failure to kill 
a bear. 

“ You know my father told me I wouvidn't 
be likely to get a bear, but I couldn't believe 
in @ country where bears are so thick théy 
would all be able to hide from me. But they 
did. I did not even see a good big track.

TANGIER, Sept. 7.—The revolutionary out- 
break at Mogador, on the west coast of Mo- 
rocco; news of which reached here this after- 
noon, is the cause of deep disquietude to the 
foreign legations. 

‘The courier from Mogador brought the 
news that the rebellious tribes under the 
leadership of Kaid Anfloos, @ pretender to the 
sultan’s throne, had laid siege to the town 
and that hard fighting was goingon. 

No other definite information is obtainable, 
but it is feared that the lives of the Chris- 
tlans in Mogador are in extreme peril, even 
if none has been sacrificeduptodate, __ 

Foreign Legations Alarmed. 

That the situation is one of extreme im- 
portance and danger is shown by the fact that 
@ meeting of the ministers of all countries 
was called immediately at the Italian lega- 
tion, 

The conference lasted two hours, and im- 
mediately afterwards the cables were laden 
with cipher messages to home governments. 

Warships Hurry to Scene. 

Immedjately on receipt of the news the 
French cruiser Galilee, which has been here 
for ten days, started for Mogador under 
forced draft. The British minister wired 
Gibraltar to send a cruiser. The German 
training ship Stein left here yesterday for 
Mogador before, however, the news had 
been received, The Galilee will pass it and 
may signal it to put on steam and proceed 
to Mogador atonce. This means that at least

The sultan’a troops have defeated the 
forces of the pretender, Bu Hamara, and he 
has fied from Zelouan. This is another pre- 
tender and not cernected with the Mogader 
chieftain. 

Say Mogador Is Captured. 

LONDON, Sept. 8, 3 a. m.—A dispatch from 
Tangier today to a news agency here says: 

“ The consular corps at Mogador have tele- 
graphed to the Spanish minister here to the 
effect that Kaid Anfioos, with 300 men, has 
entered and taken possession of the city. The 
governor, with a few guards, holds the kas- 
bah (fortress) which Anfiloos intends to at- 
tack.” 

According to a dispatch from Tangier to 
another news agency here, the raiders com- 
mitted many excesses, several persons were 
killed and the Jewish community was com- 
pelled to retire to Meillahb. 

The Times Tangier correspondent says that 
dispatches from Mogador dated Sept. 4 de- 
clared that a Berber chief entered the towp 
and demanded that all Jewish merchants, 
many of whoni were protégés or subjects of 
European powers, should retire to the Ghet- 
to, and on their refusal to do so threatened 
to seize and burn their effects. The dispatches 
did not make it clear whether or not thechiet 
had begun to do this, but showed that a great 
panic existed in Mogador. 

Town Policed by French. 

Mogador is one of the Moroccan posts that 
the Algeciras conference decided France 
should police. It appears that the news of 
the revolution reached both the American 
and Spanish legations at Tangier from their 

respective consuls at Mogador. Kaid Anfioos 
is reported to have seized and threatened to 
burn the town, whereupon a meeting af 
foreign representatives was called and strong 
appeals made to Mohammed El Torres, who 
is sending troops to the assistance of the 
governor. The French cruiser Galllee will 
afford a refuge for all foreign citizens wish- 
ing to leave Mogador.

With the signature of this document 
Paul Stensiand practically is in the bands 
of Illinois authorities and in the ‘ctstody 
of the man who will try him when Cook 
county is reached. 

Visit to the Fortress. 

The first step after receiving the pris- 
oner was to arrange for safeguarding him. 
Accompanied by an attaché of the United 
States consular office, we at once rode te 
the Kasbah, which is the joint Moorish 
prison and administrative building. It is 
a rambling. series of wall-inclosed struc- 
tures pierced with arches, gates, and sally 
ports, and in the olden times was the 
most important fortress of northern Mo- 
rocco. 

The basha, Sid Cador Beighasi, 
found sitting in the messooar, or “ salon 
of complaints,” where be receives those 
who sre wronged and want stern and in- 
stantaneous Moorish justice. The salop 
is a small room at the head of a broad 
flight of steps and an arched hallway. It 
is unlighted except through the spacious 
doorway. The ceiling is supported by 
arches and pillars, all dazzling white, 
Through the open door a vista of mip- 
arets, mosques, flat roofs, and rising ter- 
races to the top of the bill crowned by 
the Kasbah. In the far distance can be 
seen the crescent of the purple aod blue 
Mediterranean and the horizon line 
formed by the gray, purple, and topaz 
hued hills of the Moroccan shore. Over 
all hung a veil of the fairest unflecked 
blue. ; 

Gorgeous Frame, Cheap Picture. 

In this gorgeous oriental setting was 
an anachronism brought to this land by 
what some people call civilization. The 
basba was seated on a email platform of 
slivery, unpainted white pine, while be- 
hind him and around the room waa & 
wainscoting of rough Georgia pine, nedd- 
ing badly another coat of varnish. | 

And to crows it all the basha, who 
holds the lives of one million people in 
bis head, was squatting, tailor fashion, on 
a cheap Birmingham rug. The bazaars 
and shops of Tangier are full of almost 
priceless rugs, but the fancy of the ruler

Through an interpreter we informed 
the basha that Stensland had been turned 
over to ue and that we wished to make 
arrangements for properly safeguarding 
him until the time of our departure. 
, Offers a Cell for Stensland. | 

The basha expressed great apprecia- - 
tion of the honor done him ia asking hie 
aid aud said that a cell in the prison was 
at our. immediate disposal, at the same 
time calling an officer of the guard to 
show it to us. 

We climbed two narrow Sights of stairs 
and were shown inte a small court. On 


one side was a big room with enormous 


iron grilled doors, barred and padlocked, 
This was. the Moovish treasury, wh 
the sultan’s gold is kept in enormous iron 
chests fifteen feet Joug, three feet wide, 
and four feet high. 

Proffered Cell Is Rejected. : 

On the other side of the court was @ 
small room, with no windows, and only 
an open door. It contained a small mat,: 
a bed, and a chair. That was all. That 
little cell had been the abiding place of 
one other American fugitive, and Perdl- 
earis spent one night there. 

The cell was extremely uninviting, and 
we had heard horrible stories of what had 
taken place behind the ramparts of the 
Kasbah. Whether these stories are cor- 
rect or not, we decided it would be neither 
humane nor politic to confine Stenslan4 
there, as Assistant State's Attorney Olson 
wants to bring home a live man, not @ 
corpse

“With Peference to two other patients to 
whom the poison wae given, both will recov- 
er,” said Supt. Curtis of the hospital, “ Dr. 
Walter H. Allport, reported to have implied 
that our nurse might have been responsible 
for the accident, was at the hospital today 
and denied the statement attributed to him.” 

John Vorda, 12 years old, 6816 Morgan 
street, died In St. Luke’s hospital from an 
unknown cause, and the coroner has been led 
to investigate the case. Vorda was brought 
to the institution on Wednesday at the re- 
quest of his parents. His tonsils were found 
to be swollen, and Dr. Norval Pierce of the 
hospital refused to operate. The child grew 
worse and died suddenly.

Theodore Nelson, in Chicago; last night 
said:

The recorder, Mr. Chase, 
had some trouble and an attempt was made 
to indict bim, but the:grand jury failed to 
find a true bill. During the time of my service 
in the recorder’s office I never handled funds 
nor did I have anything to do with the pay 
roll of that office. The records will prove 
this. 

“There never was during the time that 
the conduct of Mr. Chase was in question 
one. whisper against my good name. Fortu- 
nately Daniel D. Healy was chairman of the 
board of county commissioners at the time 
and had the Chase matter in hand, and I 
am perfectly willing, temporarily, to refer 
this matter to him with full assurance that 
Mr. Healy will tell the truth and exoner- 


ate me.”’ 
Healy Speaks for Nelson. 


Daniel D. Healy, who was head of the 
board of county commissioners at the time 
the Chase matter originally was brought 
into the courts. stated last night that so 
far as he knew Theodore Nelson was en- 
tirely blameless in the whole matter of the 
scandal in the recorder’s office. 

“There never was a breath of suspicion 
against Mr. Nelson at any time during the 
Chase scandal,” said Mr. Healy.

Congressional Campaign Leaders Think 
Bryan’s Speech Killed All Chance 
of Victory. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 7.—[Special.]— 
Democratic congress campaign managers 
practically have given up the ghost and are 
almost! willing to admit that Bryan's speech 
on government ownership has destroyed 
whatever chance they ever had of capturing 
the next house of repreeentatives. This is the 
feeling of democrats in charge of the cam- 
paign. ° 

The democratic national committee, which 
is codperating with the subordinate body, is 
of the same opinion. It was learned today 
that acting on orders from Chairman Taggart 
the literary bureau that has been in opera- 
tion here fer several months closed its shut- 
ters and discharged nearly all its employés, 
only the man in charge, Capt. Robert V. Mil- 
ler, and. a stenographer beingwetained on the 
pay roll. 

The explanation given is that Bryan’s in- 
discrétion killed democratic chances this 
year, and there is no use of spending any 
more money at this time. 


VICTORY FOR CHURCHILL MEN. 


Senator Gallinger and Concord, N. H., 
Delegates Pledged to Greenleaf 
Defeated in Caucus. 


Concord; N. H., Sept. 7.—[{Special. }—United 
States Senator Jacob H. Gallinger, the chair- 
man of the republican state committee. will 
not attend the New Hampshire state con- 
vention as a delegate. 

Senator Gallinger headed a set of six can- 
didates. for delegates to the convention from 
the Fourth ward in this city, where he re- 
sides, the candidates being in favpr of the 
nomination of Charles H. Greenleaf for gov- 
ernor. At.a caucus last night all six were 
defeated by delegates who will go with in- 
structions to vote for Winston Churchill 
as the party’s nominee for governor. 

Twelve of the thirty-six delegates to the 
state convention are for Mr. Churchill, the 
other twenty-four being for Greenleaf. 


BOTH SIDES FIGHT STATEHOOD. 


Republicans and Democrats of Arizona 
Adopt Same Resolution Opposed 
to Union with New Mexico. 


Bisbee, Ariz., Sept. 7.—Both the democratic 
and republican parties held conventions here 
today. Mark Smith of Tu was nomi- 
nated for congress by the democrats and W. 
Cc. Cooper of Globe by the republicans. This 
is the eighth time Smith has been nominated 
by the democrats. 

Both parties adopted the same resolution 
against joint statehood. It follows:

BEGINS TEST SUIT 


OF PRIMARY LAW. 


Petitioner, Under Auspices of 
Liberty League, Seeks an 
Injunction. 


WOULD STOP CLERKS’ PAY 


Alleges Various Inconsistencies 
and Unconstitutionalities 
in Act. 


Action for a thorough test of the constitu- 
tionality of the new primary law was begun 
yesterday. The suit took the form of an 
application to the Circuit court for an in- 
junction to prevent County Treasurer John 
J. Hanberg and the board of election com- 
missioners from paying the fees of $5 each 
due to the clerks and judges of the primary 
election held Aug. 4 It was started under 
the auspices of William Randolph Hearst 
and his newly formed “ Independence 
league.”” George W. Rouse, 6753 Prairie ave- 
nue, isthe taxpayer who officially filed the 
bill through Attorneys Thomas Marshall and 
Roy D. Keehan. ; 

The principal contention of the bill is that 
by forcing the would-be voter to announce 
the party to which he claims allegiance the 
rights of the voter are abridged and that 
discrimination against those who hold al- 
legiance to no party is contrary to the theory 
of equality for all. 


Contentions of the Bill. 

Other contentions in the bill may be sum- 
marized as follows: 

That the law is unconstitutional and that it 
acts as a “fraud and a deception upon the 
elector and that it is an unnecessary and un- 
lawful waste of public funds.”’ 

By proclaiming that the voter who has voted 
with one party at a primary election within 
a year previcus is ineligible to vote with an- 
other party it is declared that the law even 
forbids a voter the right to change his mind. 

That the law embraces more than one sub- 
ject not included in its title, the sections re- 
ferring to “ official” primary ballots being 
cited for example. 

The law is held to discriminate unjustly by 
requiring voters to register béfore they can 
vote at primary elections, This, it is said, 
works to discriminate unjustly, for, by the 
Illinois law, elections in and for a city 
which includes within the corporate limits a 
town or towns occur annually on the first 
Tuesday of April and the only possible op- 
portunity for the eligible eleetor to secure 
registry is upon application to the precinct 
board of registry two weeks prior to the elec- 
tion. As the time for holding the primary 
election in 1908 is the last Saturday im April, 
itis declared that the register is closed to con- 
stitutional electors for forty days. 

Bars Out Eligible Voters. 

Further it is declared that all constitutional 
electors who become eligible between the 
first Tuesday of April on the year of the elec- 
tion and the fourth Saturday become entire- 
ly ineligible because no opportunity for sub- 
sequent registry is provided in the primary 
or general election laws, and those who be- 
come eligible. between these dates are not 
éntitled to register at the designated day, 
two weeks prior to the city election, on the 
first Tuesday in April. 

It is maintained that the biH, in reality, is 
special legislation, as it confines the vote to 
persons affiliated with political parties and 
only such political parties as can show a vote 
at the last prévious election of 2 per cent of 
the total vote. 

As far as municipal, county, or sanitary 
district primaries are concerned, the law is 
declared to be ‘‘ nugatory, farcial, and of no 
value whatever” in nominating candidates 
for those offices. This, says the bill, is be- 
cause section 50 of the law does not say any- 
thing about county or municipal candidates. 

Delegates Legislative Power. 

In closing, it is asserted that the law is 
unconstitutional when it attempts to dele- 
gate legislative power by designating the 
method of nomination in case of vacancies 
by delegating it to the managers of the rec- 
ognized political parties and authorizing the 
county central committees to establish dele- 
gate districts. 

The total amount of the $5 fees -which os- 
tensibly it is the purpose of the bill to hold 
up is about $50,000.. The bill was filed on 
the last day on which it is permissible to 
file bills for hearing at the October term 
of the Circuit court. Mr. Rouge, the figure- 
head in the bill, is a brother-in-law‘of Attor> 
ney ‘Marshall, who helped to draw up the 
document. 


MRS. MARGARET EVANS DEAD. 


Widow of Man for Whom Evanston, IIl., 
Was Named Expires at Her Resi- 
dence in Denver, Colo. 


Mrs. Margaret Evans, 76 years old, widow 
of Dr. John Evans, after whom the city 
of Evanston was named. died yesterday at 
Denver, Colo., where she had lived since 
1862, when her husband was appointed gov- 


ernor of the then territory of Colorado, by’ 


‘President Lincoln, a warm persona! friend. 

Her husband was a physician of Quaker 
ancestry and was born in Ohio in 1814. He 
founded the first hospital for the insane in 
Indianapolis in 1841. In 1845 he cameto Chi- 
cago and became a member of the faculty 
of Rush Medical college. He was one of the 
founders of Northwestern university at Ev- 
anston. He was president of the board of 
trustees for more than forty years. 

Dr. Evans also helped to found the re- 
publican party in Illinois.. In Colorado, he 
for many years was president of the Denver. 
Texas and Gulf road. He was prominent in 
church enterprises. He died July 3, 1897. 


OBITUARY. 


ADOLPH ASCHER, 71 years old, a retired 
lawyer, died yesterday at his residence, 1863 
North Halsted street.- He was born in Ger- 
many, but came to New York early in his 
youth.

DEMOCRATIC LOCAL ORGANIZA- 
TION CHANGES METHODS. 


Printed Constitution Prepared by a 


Convention Puts the Secretary and 
Treasurer Under Bonds and Pro- 
vides for Auditing Finances After 
Every Election—Other Restrictions 
Are Imposed on Members. 


For the first time within the memory of 
politicians now active the local democratic. 
party organization has a printed constitu- 
tion, subject to adoption by the county com- 
mittee, and it will have a printed list of its 
members. The constitution, which is the one 
prepared by the committee appointed at the 
last county convention, is fresh/from the 
printer and is likely to be adopted as it stands. 

Tt makes a number of changes In the meth- 
ods of party government. Among other 
sthings, it puts the secretary and treasurer 
of the organization under bond of $5,000 for 
each and prescribes a rule for the handling 
of money. Hitherto the financial arrange- 
ments of the party have been mysterious and 
the duties of the treasurer equally so. 


. Duties of the Treasurer. 


: The new constitution outlines them as fol- 
ows: 

“ It shall be the duty of the treasurer to keep 
safely the funds of the committee and to pay 
them out from time to time as ordered; he 
shall keep the same on deposit in some reliable 
bank to be designated by the executive com- 
mittee. All payments shall be made by checks 
signed by the treasurer and countersigned by 
the chairman and secretary. The treasurer 
shall also perform such other and further du- 
tles as are usually performed by similar of- 
ficers and as may be required of him from 
time to time by the chairman of the execu- 
tive committee. He shall furnish a bond of 
$5,000."" 

It is provided that no person shall be eligi- 
ble to the office of committeeman who has not 
resided at least one year within the bounda- 
ries of the ward which he seeks to represent; 
that no committeeman may be expelled ex- 
cept by a vote of two-thirds of all the mem- 
bers and that all contests for places on the 
committee shall be heard and determined by 
the committee.on contests, primaries and ap- 
peals, three days’ notice being given the con- 
testants and witnesses. 


Regular Meetings Once a Month. 


The date for the election of officers of the 
committee is set for the-first Tuesday in 
September, 1908, and every two years there- 
after. The time of meeting for the com- 
mittee has been changed from afternoon to 
night, regular meetings to be held at 8 p. m. 
the first Tuesday of each month. 

It is provided that an auditing committee 
of five miembers shall examine the accounts 
and report on the finances of the committee 
after every election. 

Ward club elections are set by the consti- 
tution for the third Thursday of September, 
1906, and for the same day every year thére- 
after. For.the further regulation of the elec- 
tions it is provided: 

** AH voting shall be done by ballot and 
where there is more than one candidate for 
the office of president each such candidate 
shall name a teller. None but democrats 
who reside in the ward shall be permitted to 
vote and in the event of a contest each must 
announce his address and the precinct in 
which he resides when casting his ballot. 
The acting secretary shall keep a record of 
the names and addresses of all voting and 
forward a copy of the same to secretary of 
the county central committee.”- 


Plans for Fall Campaign. 

The constitution is the work of Chairman 
O'Connell and Secretary Tanséy and Com- 
mitteemen William Rothman, B. J. Ma- 
honey, Thomas Little, Ross Hall, J. J. Hayes, 
Thomas Scully, and W. E. Dever. 

A call for a meeting of the @mocratic can- 
didates and committeemen has been issued 
for Sept. 12 at the new headquarters in La 
Salle street, which will be opened on Mon- 
day. It is proposed to lay plans for the fall 
campaign and see how much of an assess- 
ment the candidates will stand. 

Building Commissfoner Peter Bartzen has 
declined to become a candidate for sheriff 
with the backing of the Independence league. 


COL. J. HAM LEWIS CLASHES 
WITH THE CITY ATTORNEY. 


His Announcement of Transfer of Rich- 
ard Finn Is Declared to Be Assump- 
tion of Unwarranted Jurisdiction.

When Col. James Hamilton Lewis, cor- 
poration counsel, learned yesterday that 
Richard Finn. who was appointed by the 
mayor as special counsel for the civil service 
corgmission, but was drawing his pay as a 
member of the corporation counsel's staff. 
had arranged to quit that Job and go to work 
for City Attorney Smulski, he saw a chance 
to relieve his pay ro‘! of this $2,400 a year 
‘and at the same time use the $2,500 a year 
provided by the last appropriation bill for 
chief examiner for the commission, an office 
which has not been filled. So he made a 
proclamation to this effect: 

**T have decided to transfer Mr. Finn from 
his present position with the civil service 
commission to an assistant to City Attorney 
Smulski.”’ 

This made trouble at once. It was an in- 
timation that Col. Lewis has control over the 
city attorney’s office, and Mr. Smulski re- 
sented it accordingly. It meant that a lawyer 
would be appointed to the office of chief ex- 
aminer, and this isa civil service position. 

What is more to the point, Mayor Dunne is 
understood to have selected a successor to 
Mr. Finn in the person of Bernard Mahoney, 
formerly special counsel for the fire depari- 
ment, and who dces not care to take a civil 
service examination for chief examiner. 

The civil service commission, however, feels 
in immediate need of a. ohief. examiner. 
Should it hold an examination for the place 
there is no certainty the successful applicant 
would be a lawyer, and small chance that he 
would be the particular lawyer Mayor Dunne 
wants.

Twelve Union Engineers Walk Out, 
Tying Up Machinery of the Republic 
Plant at East Chicago. 


Owing to the attitude taken by the of- 
ficials of the Republic Iron and Steel mills 
at East Chicago toward the organization of 
the engineers twelve engineers have walked 
out after a fruitless conference with Supt, 
Crane. 

The officials objected to the presence of 
representatives of Chicago unions in the 
plant, which is an open shop. When the 
twelve engineers struck the machinery was 
tied up and 1,200 men throgn out of work. 
The Republic mills are trust works and the 
independent mill, known as the Interstate 
Steel works, employing 800 men, probably 
will close up today, as the men threaten to 
strike out of sympathy.

Was Murdered. 


eo ND HEARERS WEEP HIS WORK MUST CONTINUE 


The man who does not pay his debts here- 
after must look out for the Collectors’ union. 
Announcing that they were tired ef chasing 
hopeless “ delinquents" eighty-five of the 
collecting agents met yesterday at 856 West 
Adams street and “ organized.” They pro- 
pose to “ protect themselves against unscru- 
pulous persons *’ who have the heart to turn 
down the collector when he calis with the 


bill. 

The union adopted a novel method of get- 
ting even with such chronic debtors. It was 
decided to prepare a list of names of those 
who by various devices postpone from one 
week to another the payment of installments. 
At the regular meetings of the union, which 
will be held every fortnight, the ‘‘ deadbeat "’ 
list will be revised, and each collector then 
will start out with a memorandum giving 
hints as to how different debtors should be 
approached. 

A. H. Meder was elected president of the 
union, and Bilbert Grace is the first secre- 
tary. It is proposed later to affiliate with 
the Chicago Federation of Labor. 


Experiences of Collectors. 

Some of the charter members told of their 
experiences in collecting. 

‘One woman, whose husband drives a 
wagon on South Water street, kept putting 
me off week after week,’ said James Cal- 
lahan. ‘* At last, she told methat her daugh- 
ter, Dora, had got a position, and that if I 
called Saturday night I would be given her 
entire week's wages. I called for the money 
and was given Dora’s wage envelope. It 
contained $1.”’ 

Another collector described his trials with 
a family named McCarthy. He said there 
were eight children in the family and the 
father was the only one witio worked. 

‘When I called to collect a $5 bill,”’ he 
said, ‘I found the telephone collector was 
there ahead of me and the woman of the 
house had the eudacity to ask me to loan her 
$1 to pay the telepnone man.’ 

President Meder made an address to the 
members of the union at the conclusion of 
the meeting in which he said that the time 
had come for collectors, like other working- 
men, to organize. He advised that no steps 
be taken just yet in the direction of getting 
higher wages, but said this matter would be 
taken up as soon as the union had improved 
the character of the “ debtors.”’ 


President Shea Coming. 

#P resident Cornelius P. Shea of the team- 
sters union is expected to reach Chicago 
next Tuesday to take a hand in the fight 
being waged against him among the various 
locals here. It is said Shea will call several 
strikes where members of the “ secession- 
ist’’ union are working in the same barns 
with drivers affiliated with his own organ- 
ization.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 7.—{Special.]— 
Charles J. Bonaparte, secretary of the navy. 
frésh from a conference with the president, 
dictated a statement today respecting the 
issues in the present congressional cam- 
paign, He declared emphatically that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt is the issue. 

Secretary Bonaparte spoke deliberately and 
with evident care, and was pronounced in: 
the view that President Roosevelt will carry 
on, in the first of the next two years, his 
campaign against the trusts and relieve 
the people from some of the supposed bur- 
dens that they are carrying in consequence 
of trust organization and methods. 

Though using the first person throughout, 
Secretary Bonaparte’s references to the pres- 
ident were made in such a way*that it is 
fair to assume that he spoke with the presi- 
dent’s sanction. 


Approval or Disapproval the Issue. 

“I am ready,’’ the secretary said, *‘ to ac- 
cept approval or disapproval of the president 
as. the issue of this autumn’s campaign. I 
think it is the true and practical issue, and 
that any othef is either a pretended or merely 
academic issue at this time. There is room 
for gabble by demagogues about ‘.plutocracy ’ 
and ‘trusts,’ but every sensible and well in- 
formed man knows and every honest and 
truthful man knows that during the next two 
years the wrongdoing of plutocrats and trust 
magnates will be remedied under the guid- 
ance of Theodore Roosevelt or will not be 
rem¢died at all. 

“There is room, as there always has been, 
for an honest difference of opinion as to the 
relative merits of protection and free trade, 
but no one in his senses believes, and no one 
who tells the truth pretends to believe, that 
the next congress can or will introduce free 
trade or revise the tariff with any leaning 
toward free trade. 

Questions for People to Answer. 

“The real questions which the American 

people must answer at the polls in Novem- 
ber are these: 
“Shall we give the president the house of 
representatives to back him up in his work 
or a house of repregentatives to thwart him 
in his ‘work?”’ 

“Do you wish a congress which will help 
him to do things or a congress which will find 
quibbles on which to rail at him and obstruc- 
tions by which to impede him in doing things? 

‘We know what things he has done and 
what things he means to do if he can. Do 
we want these things dene or nothing done?’

Bacus, assistant manager of the Central Illi- 
nois Traction company, blew his brain out 
with a revolver this morning because the 
coroner's verdict charged the traction com- 
pany with negligence in the wreck of last 
Tuesday which resulted in the death of Mo- 
torman Alfred Roberts and injuries to a 
dozen other persons, two of whom may die. 

Bacus had charge of the cars that after- 
noon. “Phe evidence showed that he sent out 
an extra without notifying the conductor of 
the regular car. The result was a head on 
collision at a sharp. curve in the road. 


Motorman Dies from Injuries, 

Motorman Roberts lost both legs and died 
the next day. Miss Lizzie Tremble lost both 
legs and Miss Julia Campbell was hurt Inter- 
nally. They are near death. 

The matter preyed heavily on the mind of 
Bacus. When the coroner’s jury gave its 
verdict against the management of the trac- 
tion company he became despondent. Im- 
mediately after entering the company’s office 
this morning-he went into the vault, placed 
a revolver against his right temple, and 
pulled the trigger. He died instantly. 


Suicide a Chicagoan. 


Baecus came here from Chicago about six 
months ago. He was a personal friend of 
President Potter of the traction company. 
He was about 28 years old and unmarried. 

In addition to: his duties as assistant man- 

ager Bacus had charge Of the amusements 
at Urban park, and was manager of the local 
ball team of the Kitty league. 

George Buckley of Chicago arrived tonight 
to take the body to Chicago. President Pot- 
“er is ill in Chicago, and has not yet been 
tola of the suicide of his employé.

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‘Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 7.—[Special: ]—The 
inside history of the fight which the North- 
western Mutual Life Insurance company 
waged for the modification of the Orton taxa- 
tion law brought out some interesting facts 
today at the legislative insurance investiga- 
tion in regard to the methods used by the 
company in fighting for a change in the law. 

The facts came out for the most partinthe 
testimony of T. W. Spence, legislative agent 
of the company during the session of 1901. 
There were three important developments: 

1. That Henry C. Cochems and C. A. .A. McGee, 
La Follette candidates in the recent primary cam- 
paign for the republican nominations for congress 
in the Fifth district and for attorney general, were 
employed during the fight on the Orton bill to make 
private argument to members of the legislature 
in favor of reduced taxation for life insurance 
companies; tha. they were paid $25 a day for their 
pervices. 

2. That all newspapers then published in the 
English language in Milwaukee, except one, were 
paid for publication of the arguments of the com- 
pany in opposition to the Orton bill, providing for 
taxation of the Northwestern Life Insurance com- 
pany; bills doubling the usuel rate for such busi- 
ness were rendered to the company by the pub- 
lishers for the service. 

3. That practical request was made by note from 
a member during the session of 1901 for a bribe not 
to oppose the bill and the offer was declined and 
the note requesting the bribe destroyed by the 
member in the presence of Mr. Spence. 

Mr. Spence said other hints were made to 
him of members desiring bribes, but none of 
them was in such material shape as to 
amount to anything. Mr. Spence was desir- 
ous of withholding the names of Messrs. 
Cochems and McGee as lobbyists for the

TRANSFERS OF HIGH SCHOOL 
PUPILS OPPOSED BY COOLEY. 


Superintendent Declares the Practice 
Fosters Class Prejudice and Social 
Distinctions. 


Supt. Edwin G. Cooley of the city schools 
yesterday declared that class prejudice and 
social distinction is fostered in the public 
high schools by the practice of granting trans- 
fers indiscriminately to high school pupils. 
He said a majority of the pupils want to be 
transferred to schools outside of their district 
because of football, fraternities, sororities, or 
the belief that the “ social Standing of the 
school’”’ igs higher. The school management 
committee members shared Supt. Cooley's 
opinion, but expressed the belief that in some 
cases transfers should be granted. The ques- 
tion will be taken-up at the next meeting of 
the board. 

A resolution presented by Trustee Louis F. 
Post was adopted, calling upon Supt. Cooley 
to furnish the committee with statistics show- 
ing the exact numerical strength of the 
teaching force, the standing of every teacher 
in the system, and the treacher’s training. 
Action was deferred on the proposition to 
promote twenty-five teachers who passed the 
promotional examinations. Certificates were 
voted to sixteen kindergarten teachers and 
eight special teachers included in the list of 
118 which was held up two weeks ago. The 
committee recommended that certificates be 
granted to the remaining ninety-four teach- 
ers on the list. 

It was decided to reopen the question of ex- 
perimenting with segregation in the Engle- 
wood High school as a result of protests from 
a delegation of parents of Englewood High 
school pupils.. The demand for more pay 
made by teachers in R. T. Crane High schoo! 
was taken under advisement. 

Chairman Spiegel of the finance committee 
declared that there would be a shortage of 
$243,000 in the educational fund unless the 
board wins in its litigation with the lease- 
holders in section 16.

WHERE TO GO FOR A DRINK. 

From the Federal building comes the com- 
plaint that passage is ébstracted by long 
lines of thirsty people waiting for water from 
the artesian well. The complaining official 
wishes that there were more public foun- 
tains and hydrants downtown where people 
might go. There are only two public foun- 
tains within the loop, the Drake Columbus 
fountain at the city hall and the young 
Danaid at the Woman’s Temple. 

In spite of the scarcity of public fountains 
it is not likely that any one goes thirsty 
downtown. Women and children drink 
water freely at the department stores, which 
rival each other in making such visitors feel 
at home. Men do not hesitate to enter office 
buildings or the many public buildings, in 
all of which water flows freely. Any resi- 
dent of Chicago who is downtown is there 
because he has some business to transact 
in some building or other, and he ean always 
find water there, while as for the strangers 
who are sightseeing there are few so inex- 
perienced as to be afraid to step into any 
of the Jarger hotels and get what they want. 
- Itmay be thatit is the belief in the greater 
purity or health giving qualities of the 
artesian water which drawsthecrowd. The 
city water was bad for so long a time before 
tue construction of the drainage canal that 
many citizens or visitors to the city do not 
yet understand that the lake water is safe. 
It must be remembered also that the Fed- 
eral building is visited daily by thousands of 
people who.have business there and by thou- 
sands of ‘ethers to whom: it is one of the 
sights of the city. The demand for water 
_ there’is a perfectly legitimate one. 

While it is not likely that the establish- 
ment of drinking fountains on the streets 
would diminish greatly the number of users 
of the water from the Federal artesian 
well, it would add picturesqueness to the 
streets. The fountains need not be so cum- 
bersome as the Drake fountain nor so sloppy 
as the one at the Woman’s Temple. A sim- 
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ple but ornamental design, such as would ° 


“meet the approval of the municipal art com- 
mission, could be used for several different 
fountains. The city has no money for the 
purpose, but some philanthropic citizen 
might immortalize himself in this way at 
little expense.

» AMERICAN LEATHER ABROAD. 

The progress of American manufactur- 
ers of leather and of leather goods in 
gaining foreign markets appears from re- 
cent government reports to be encourag- 
ing. In round numbers the exports for 
1905 amount in value to $39,000,000, as 
- against $27,000,000 five years ago. During 
the same period British exports of leather 
and articles made from leather rose from 
$20,000,000 to $27,500,000. German ex- 
ports rose from $36,000,000 in 1900 to 
$44,000,000 in 1904. The percentagé of 
increase of the United States in five years 
was 44, of Great Britain in five years, 37, 
and of Gefmany in four years, 22. 

The German gain is entirely accounted 
for by the increase in exportation of glove 
leather, which rose from $13,000,000 to 
$21,000,000, while at the same time the 
exportation of gloves fell off more than 
2,000,000. American exportation 
glove leather shows a falling off and the 
exportation of gloves shows an increase, 
but the amount in either case is compara- 
tively insignificant. The great increase of 
American exportation of leather has been 
made in spite of efforts of German mannu- 
facturers to make leather as good as the 
best Massachusetts or Milwaukee product. 
Austria and Germany both have tanning 
schools. The head of the German schoo] 
is a man who had fifteen years’ experience 
in Milwaukee. The manufacturers of the 
city of Worms sent a commission to the 
United States to investigate and discover 
the secret of American chrome leather, 
and when the efforts of the spies were not 

uceessful in surprising the secret, chem-

The representative of Tue TRIBUNE 
and Assistant State’s Attorney Olson 
traced Stensland to Tangier. They ar- 
rested him and turned him over to the 
custody of the American minister. There 
he had to remain until the state depart- 
ment officials should determine what 
ought to be done. They discovered per- 
plexing features in the case. They did 
not wish to commit the national govern- 
ment to asking favors of Morocco which 
it could not reciprocate in kind. They 
found no precedents to guide them. Stens- 
land was anxious to get back to Chicago 
and take his punishment. His captors 
were as eager to get out of Tangier as he 
was. The American minister was will- 
ing to do all he could to help them, but 
he had to await the orders of state de- 
partment officers, who were puzzling their 
heads over novel problems. 

They might have been cogitating yet if 
the president had not helped them along 
by notifying them that “I desire to go to 
any necessary extent in the effort to bring 
this man (Stensland) to justice. Then all 
difficulties disappeared. There was. no 
longer any question as to the propriety of 
the government accepting the permission 
of the sultan of Morocco to carry off 
a man he does not want. and it does 
want. The department forthwith cabled 
to Tangier its authorization for the rep- 
resentative of THe TrispuNE and Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney Olson to act as com- 
missioners of the American government in 
receiving Stensland into their custody. 

Thus the fugitive banker goes back into 
the hands of the men who ran him down 
and captured him. He will be safe in 
their charge, and they wil] not remain at 
Tangier any longer than is absolutely nec- 
essary. Before the month is at an end 
Stensland should be in: Chicago confront- 
ing a petit jury. Then the work which Tue 
TRIBUNE undertook will have been com- 
pleted. Stensland will have been brought 
to the bar of justice, 

Nothing has been said of late of the 
$12,000 which Stensland deposited in a 
Tangier bank. Doubtless that will be se- 
cured with ease, now that Stensland is 
coming back, and will be handed over to 
the receiver. It is not a large sum, but 
the depositors will be pleased to have it 
as onev.of the incidents of Stensland’s 
eapture. 


OVERCAPITALIZATION. 

The Illinois constitution provides that 
no railroad corporation shall issue any stock 
or bonds except for money, labor, or prop- 
erty actually received and applied to the 
purposes for which the corporation was 
created. The overcapitalization of many 
of the Illinois roads shows that the con- 
stitutional veto has been quite ineffective. 

The New Jersey legislature recently 
passed and the governor signed an act de- 
signed to prevent the overcapitalization of 
corporations having public franchises. Itis 
made illega} for them to issue stocks or bonds 
unless they are paid for in cash to be turned 
into the treasuries of the corporations to be 
used in their business. The securities must 
not be sold for less than 80 per cent of their 
face value, “This cash requirement is an 
excellent one. If it be enforeed it will not be 
possible for a new corporation to hand over 
all its common stock to some. construction 
company as part payment for “ labor ” done 
by it. 

It is surprising that New Jersey, which 
has been in the habit of letting corporations 
do as they pleased, and which has been so 
completely dominated by them, should have 
enacted this restrictive legislation. It looks 
like the turning over of a new leaf—as if 
the corporations had lost some of their 
power. But it happens often that good laws 
are not enforced. This may be one of them. 

Illinois ‘may learn something from New 
Jersey. This state ought to have a law 
which, if enforced, would prevent the over- 
capitalization of traction companies and 
other public utility corporations. If sucha 
law had been put on the statute books twen- 
ty years ago it might have been a difficult 


to issue stock and bonds for so many 
millions. 

Investors in stocks of private corporations, 
which are frequently wind and water, would 
be thankful if overcapitalization were per- 
mitted nowhere. Perhaps in the future there 
will be legislation In that direction, but it 
cannot be hoped for now. The next general 
assembly of this state should show a pro- 
gressive spirit by striking a blow at the 
overeapitalization of public corporations and 
the authorities should make it their special 
duty to see that it is obeyed. Innumerable 
corporations of that kind will be organized 
in Illinois during the next decade. 


LICENSING HOTELS. 

No statute directly confers upon the city 
the right to license hotels. The nearest ap- 
proach to it fs the right to license “ keepers 
of ordinaries.” The word “ ordinary ” has 
a variety of meanings. Among other uses 
it is the title of an English official who as- 
sists in preparing a condemned criminal! for 
death. The meaning contemplated in the 
statute ie probably that of an eating house. 
From meaning the usual meal prepared for 
all the guests of a house, in distinction from 
meals at irregular hours, in private rooms, 
or of specially prepared food, the word ordi- 
nary was used in Ben Jonson’s day to 
mean what would now be called a table 
d’hote dinner. ‘Then it came to mean the 
usual dining room. It would be a question 
for judicial decision whether the term was 
further extended to apply to an inn or hotel, 
and whether it could be used to signify 
lodging houses in which no regular meals 
for guests are served. 

If the courts should decide that a room- 
ing house is not an ordinary it would still 
remain to be seen if the general authority 
given to the mayor and common council to 
regulate licenses might apply to a license not 
expressly authorized by the statutes. Sev- 
eral statutes give innkeepers special privi- 
leges. They have a lien upon such baggage 
as has been brought within their doors. 
They are exempted from Hability for theft 
committed within their apartments, pro- 
vided that a safe is prepared for the recep- 
tion of the guests’ valuables and due notice 
given. If a person buys goods of a merchant 
and does not pay he may be sued for the 
amount, but the act is not criminal unless an 
intent’to defraud can be proved. But in 
the case of an innkeeper the statute pro- 
vides thet it shall be prima facie proof of 
fraudulent intent if the party refused or 
neglected to pay on demand or even “ left 
the premises without paying or offering to 
pay.” An absent-minded person might lega!- 
ly be imprisoned in the county jail thirty 
days for his absent-mindedness if it led to 
his walking out of a hotel without offering |

matter, even for the ingenious Mr. Yerkes, | 


the NS, of proof that he in 
fraud would be upon the storekeeper. 
Since innkeepers are especially favored 
and protected by the law, it is not unreason- 
able that they should be required to register 
*with the municipal authorities and pay a 
license fee. To put the matter clear beyond 
a doubt the delegates to the convention 
which is drafting the new charter for the 
city should insert a section specifically re- 
quiring a license for hotels of all kinds and 
providing for a revocation of license when- 
ever the mayor deems it for the interest of 
the public. Such a power is open to abuse, 
but it is better to hope that it will not be 
used unwisely than it is to leave hotels 
unregulated except under the general crim- 
inal code. What is wanted is not power to 
punish for a definite crime but power to 


} suspend the operation of a hotel which, by 


its infamous reputation, has become a com- 
mon nuisance. 


THERE I8 A BETTER PLAN. 


The real estate board recently elabo- 
rated a plan for the extension of Wash- 
ington boulevard to La Salle street, and 


the conversion of that street into a boule- 


vard as far north as Chicago avenue. 
The scheme was submitted to the south 


park board, which disapproves of it, be- 
_ cause, in its opinion, the streets mentioned 


are imperatively needed for traffic pur- 
poses. That is the conclusion which must 
be reached by every one who sees how 
extensively the streets are used for such 
purposes. The removal of street railroad 
tracks from the parts of La Salle and 
Washington it is proposed to boulevard 
would put the traction company which 
would be affected to its wits’ end to get 
its cars through the business district. 
There will be subways some day, and it 


‘may be possible to dispense with some 


surface tracks, but subways will be for 
years no more than “things hoped for.” 
Even when they come there will be ordi- 
nary traffic enough to tax the capacity of 
all the downtown streets. 

A counter proposition has been sub- 
mitted to the real estate board by one of 
its members. It is substantially the plan 
which THe Triaune suggested some 
years ago and has persistently advocated. 
That is to make Michigan avenue north 
of Randolph street a boulevard, and on 
that line connect the north and sonth side 
park systems. 

This is the measure the real estate 
board should take up and work at if it 
intends to concern itself. with any boule- 
vard project. The desirability of a direct 
connection between the north and south 
side park systems is so undeniable that 
the board might well give its attention to 
the only feasible route.

_UEEN CHRISTINA of Spain, whe 
throughout her seventeen years of 
regency manifested most praise- 
worthy regard, not merely for the 
letter, but also for the spirit of the 

constitution, has been led by the struggle 
now in progress between church and state 
in the peninsula to abandon that attitude, and 
to embark upon a course which already has 
brought ber into serious conflict with the 
administration, and which is even straining 
her relations with her son, the king. At the 
time when the crisis was most acute, and 
when the situation was most delicate the 
queen mother first of all summoned old Merry 
del Val, former ambassador to the court of 
St. James and father of the papal secretary of 
state, to San ‘Sebastian, and after several 
long interviews with him went off by motor 
with her daughter and the latter's husband, 
Prince Ferdinand of Bavaria, on a pilgrim- 
age to Lourdes. 

Queen Christina,’aside from all questions 
of piety, feela that she owes a deep debt of 
gratitude to the papacy. For had it not been 
for the active intervention of Leo XIII. and 
of his secretary of state, Cardinal Rampolla, 
in behalf of her son and herself in prevent- 
ing the religious orders, the clergy, and even 
the episcopacy of Spain from giving active 
support to the Carlist cause there is no doubt 
whatsoever but what her boy would have 
lost his crown long before attaining his ma- 
jority. Indeed, she is firmly convinced that 
if her son is today on the throne of Spain it 
is due wholly to the support of the vatican 
during his minority. 

Taking advantage of this situation and 
conscious of the obligations of the crown of 
Spain the vatican not only declines to make 
any concession in connection with the pro- 
jected reforms of the concordat, but insists 
that it should be amended in such a fashion 
as to place under the control of the Catholic 
clergy all the cemeteries in the kingdom, 
and not merely to aboHsh civil marriage, but 
actually to annul all matrimonial alliances 
that have not received the blessing of the 
Roman Catholic church. It would cost Don 
Alfonso his throne were he to consent to 
this; as it is entirely qontrary to the: provi- 
sions of the constitution. Realizing this, he 
is manifesting a disposition to support his 
cabinet in its policy towards the church and 
to resist its demands, a course which has 
brought him into conflict with his mother. 
The young queen sides with her. husband, 
and naturally there are plenty of people at 
hand to point out that if Don Alfonso is man- 
ifesting a spirit of independence towards the 
church it is because he allows himself to be 
influenced by his English wife, whose con- 
version, as claimed at the time, was more 
superficial than sincere.

Col, Sir Howard Vincent, who fs returning 
once more to the United States, this time in 
charge of the team of English rifiemen who 
are to take part in the forthcoming shoot at 
Creedmoor, is one of the most interesting 
mer in the house of commons. Like his two 
brothers, Sir Edgar and Sir William Vin- 
cent, he is a direct descendant on the distaff 
side of the house from King Harold, who fell 
at the battle of Hastings, and he has fol- 
lowed many callings. Starting out in life as 
a soldier. he resigned after a few years’ serv- 
ice the commission which he held in the 
Welsh Fusiliers to become a member of the 
bar; practiced for a time on the southeastern 
circuit, and after acting for a time as a 
queen's messenger, during which he picked 
up a knowledge of both Turkish and Russian, 
he became special war correspondent for the 
London Daily Telegraph during the conflict 
between Russia and Turkey in 1877. 

Indeed, his knowledge of the Russian lan- 


guage proved a source of such embarrass- 


ment to the Muscovite generalissimo, Grand 
Duke! Nicholas, to whose headquarters he 
was attached, that he was deprived of all 
further privileges, and eventually expelled 
from the Russian lines. He thereupon de- 
voted himself to the study of French law, 
took his degree at Paris, made an elaborate 
investigation of the police departments of 
continental Burope, and on the strength of 
the reports which he presented to the gov- 
ernment was intrusted by the latter with the 
reorganization of the detective department 


wf Scotland Yard, being appointed director 


of the criminal ‘investigation department, 
which he created. 
> 

This portion of his life may be regarded 
as the most interesting part of his career. 
For he brought Scotland Yard into closer 
touch with the foreign polite departments 
than it had ever been before, initiated inter- 
national codperation in the keeping track of 
criminals of every kird; especially anarchists, 
and compiled his ‘ Police Code,’ whieh is to 
this day the text book of the police force 
throughout the united-kingdom. 

It was during this period that he became 
intimately acquainted with the present king, 
who was often a guest at his men’s dinners, 
and although he_ resigned his position at 
Scotland Yard on his marriage to the colos- 
sally rich heiress of the late George Moffat, 
M. P., in order to enter parliament, yet he 
has always retained his connection with the 
force, is looked upon as one of the principal 
authorities in the empire about. police mat- 
ters and about dealing with criminals, and is 
invariably selectel by the government 
as its chief representative at the in- 
ternational congresses .held for the pur- 
pose of devising codperation against 
anarchist and other criminal  associa- 
tions. Since he has been in parliament he has 
turned his attention to combating free trade, 
as one of the most enthusiastic supporters 
of Joseph Chamberlain, finding himself thus 
in political conflict with his brother, Sir Ed- 
gar Vincent, who is an anti-Chamberlain 
tory.

Sir Howard also has given up much of his 
time to volunteer soldiering, and has brought 
his regiment, the King’s Westminsters, which 
are furnishing these riflemen now coming 
to America, to such a point of military per- 
fection that it has long been recognized as 
the crack corps of the volunteer division 
of the British army, and is invariably trotted 
out as such for the inspection of foreign 
rulers. He volunteered for service in South 
Africa during the Boer war, but was rejected 
by the medical authorities on account of his 
eyesight, a fact which did not prevent him, 
however, from taking a prominent part inthe 
dispatch of volunteer yeomanry reinforce- 
ments to the Transvaal, and was likewise 
present during a portion of the operations in 


South Africa, though not in any active com- 


mand, 
For these services he received the Order of 


St. Michael and St. George, together with 
knighthood, and is likewise one of the aids 
de camp of the king. His younger brother, 
Edgar, has likewise been knighted for his 
services as financial adviser to the Egyptian 
government, and as the eldest brother, Will- 
jam, has succeeded to the Vincent baronetcy, 
which is one of the oldest in existence, there 
are therefore no less than three brothers in 
one family, each one of them entitled to the 
prefix of “ sir’ to their Christian names. 

Let me add that Sir Howard will be remem- 
bered at St. Louis as one of the most notable 
members of the British delegation to the 
interparliamentary <¢ongress held there in 
1904.

His wife, too, had her successes—successes, 
we have a sneaking feeling, which were 
fraught with more material gains than were 
her husband's.

One would have sup- 
posed that, after Mr. Leland’s delightful 
memoirs, published some years ago, there 
was nothing new to be said about him; but 
there are many things that Mre. Penneld can 
say that he could not, and the reader will 
find enough new material in these two vol- 
umes to more than justify their publication, 
which, by the way, will not be until towards 
the end of this month. It is from advance 
sheets that lam writing now. Mrs. Pennell 
has included.a number of most interesting 


in the memoirs. There is a long letter from 
James Russell Lowell, several from Dr. 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, a few from Lord 
Tennyson, Mrs. Norton, Burne-Jones, George 
Borrow, Bret Harte, and other men of letters. 

Charlies Godfrey Leland was one of the 
most picturesque figures if American litera- 
ture. He was a man of many accomplish- 
ments, of which writing was perhaps the 
least. Leland was a lover of art as well as 
a lover of literature, and he did a great dea! 
to interest Philadelphia, his native city, in 
industrial arte. He was always a great 
reader, but Mrs. Pennell tells us “ he did not 
read like a youthful prig parading his pre- 
cocity; he read because it amused him to 
read, because, like Charles Lamb, he loved 
every book that really was a book—though he 
loved it all the more if it dealt with the mys- 
terious."’ 

Those who know anything about Leland 
know that he knew almost as much about 
gypsies as George Borrow. He knew their 
language, he lived with them, and he loved 
them. Leland was born in 1824, and he loved 
to recall the days “when elderly men wore 
queues and sat over their madeira after din- 
ner—the madeira for which Philadelphia was 
as famed as for its West Indian turtles; when

-EVICTED “HUSBAND IS HAPPY. 


Mr. Gierschke Declares He and His Son 
Were Misrepresented by the Wife 
and Mother Who Fired Them. / 


Apparently happy and contented, the hus- 
band and older son of Mrs. Anna Gierschke, 
1107 Wabansia avenue, who announced her- 
self as the discoverer of the “ throw 'em out ” 
cure for lazy members of the household, 
made a tour of their friends’ houses last 
evening with a counter proclamation that 
it was their part of the family that was 
emancipated by the separation. 

“They all know it,” said Mr. Gierschke, 
“but we want to go around and remind 
them that. while we turned over every cent 
of our wages to the wife and mother, she 
never brought any funds into the treasury. 
Cal worked seven years and Earl, three, 
giving their mother every cent they earned. 
She refused them even the price of a baseball 
game, and when they had enough of it they 
left and went to a boarding house. 

“For nineteen years I turned over every 
cent to her. It was that money that built 
the flats and cottage at 1107 Wabansia ave- 
nue. The title is in both our names and I al- 
ways left the collection of rents to her. It 
is still in her hands and I shall leave it to 
her for her support. 

‘My elder son and I are working in the 
city now, as we have done steadily. I haven't 
been out of work for ten years."’ 

The father’s statements were corroborated 
by Cal, the elder Son, who is about 20 years

Effort to Stop the Cut Rates. 

Of course, many of these merchants would 
continue to buy goode here if they had in 
future to pay full fare, but there is no ques- 
tion that a large proportion of them would 
decide to make their purchases hereafter 
nearer their homes.

Throughout that time dis- 
crimination has been prohibited by the old 
interstate commerce law in the same words 
as it is fn the new. 


Opposed to Discrimination. 

The shipping interests of Chicago are not 
unanimpus in demanding a reduction of rail- 
way freight rates. H. C. Barlow, executive 
director of the Chicago Commercial associ- 
ation, and E. B. Boyd. transportation mana- 
ger of the board of trade, are not in sympathy 
with the agitation for lower rates which the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association and the 
American Shippers’ association have started. 

“TIT do not believe railway rates are too 
high per se in this country,” said Mr. Boyd. 
“The board of trade has many protests to 
make to the railroads, but they are not on 
account of rates being too high in themselves 
but because they are unfair to the Chicago 
market. What is needed and ought to be 
demanded now is a ‘ square deal’ to all ship- 
pers and localities, not a general reduction.” 

“Tf the railroads will treat Chicago fairly 
as compatred with other places,’’ said Mr. 
Barlow, “‘ we have no objection to make to 
the maintenance of present average rates. 
The great trouble in the past has been not 
rates that were too high but that they were 
discriminatory as between shippers and lo- 
calities.”
